The Armenians are a distinct race of 
people, inhabiting the N. E. part of Tur- 
key in Asia, amd the adjacent districts tn 
Persia. They seidom intermarry with 
other tribes, and profess a peculiar rv li- 
gion, the basis of which is Christianity. 
In their commercial habits, and in their 
disposition to migrate to foreign countries, 
they are not uolike the Jews. They form 
the chief class of traders in the Persian

ANTI-MISSIONARY AND ANTI-BIBLI 
CAL SPIRIT IN: RUSSIA, 

A few weeks ago, we stated briefly 
that most of the Scottish missionaries in 
the south of Russia had been withdrawn 
from the empire. We were not at that 
time particularly acquainted with the 


'causes which led to this measure, but we 


now learn from the Report of the Direc- 
tors of the Scottish Missionary Society, 


that itis to be ascribed principally to the 


oppressive and intolerant measures of 
the Russian government. It would seem 
that the civil and ecclesiastical authorities 
of the empire have combined in the at 
tempt tu arrest the progress of knowl- 
edge and unadulterated Christianity, and 
that they are determined to throw all 
possible obstacles in the way of the mis- 
sionaries and those who are united with 
them in the propagation of religious 
truth. The following extracts from the 
Report will be read with deep and pain- 
ful interest : 


Anti- Biblical Revolulion in Russia. 

A great revolution has of late taken 
place in Russia in regard to the Bible 
Society. This Institution, which for sev- 
eral years pursued so distinguished a ca 
reer, and promised to supply with the 
Word of Life, not only the Russian popu 
lation, but the numerous heathen and Ma- 
homedan tribes of that widely extended 
Empire, is now completely paralyzed in 
its exertions, and appears to be dying a 
lingeriug death. In consequence of the 
powerful opposition which was raised to 
the Bible Society, Prince Galitzin, its no- 
ble President, retired from that office ;

BAPTISTS IN FRANCE. 

A considerable feeling has of late exis- 
ted in some parts of the Continent, and es- 
pecially in France, on the subject of Bap- 
tism; but it has been detained in the 
back ground as much as possible. I 
would not say the subject has never been 
made too promivent a feature, both in the 
writings and conversution of some excel- 
Jent men, but as a Christian doctrine of 
the ritual or ceremonial class, while I 
would not wish to see it occupying a situ- 
ation among the articles of our faith essen- 
tial to salvation, | cannot thiak it should 
lie in the deadly shadow ef the Church of 
Rome.

The little tract under the title of ‘* La 
Famille Bapliste, or a familiar Treatise on 
the subject of In‘:at Baptism,” has re- 
cently been published at Geneva, in con- 
sequence of an attack made upon the Bap- 
tists in that part of the world. Several 
copies of it were consigned to a booksel- 
Jer at Paris, for a gentleman of that city.

it was not known inthe Church at Rome, 
the principal or Metropolitan Charch in that 
country, and a Church planted by Apostles. 
(ur success in Africa may be better than 1D 
Greece and Rote. Our visit to Africa must 
be postponed a week, but our anticipations 
are in a measure forestalled by information 

so general character as to apply to every 
branch of the Christian Church in the first 
ages. “Inthe earliest times of the Church,” 
says Mosheim,f all, who professed firmly to be- 
heve, that Jesus was the only Redeemer of 
the world, and who, in consequence of this 
profession, promised to live in a manner com 
formalle to the purity of his holy reigum, were 
immediately received among the disciples of 
Christ.
